MiwxjHorxtss, D. D., LL.D., who'has jast re- 
signed the Presidency of Williams College, was 
| born at Stockbridge, Mass, in 1802, and is con- 
sequently seventy years old... He entered 
‘the Sophomore class of Willams . College 
in 1823, and graduated with the highest 
honor in 1824, -For two years after gradu- 
| ation he Was tutorin his College. He then 
studied medicine, took his degree and was com- 
mencing practice in New-York, when in 1830 he 
was called to fill thé chair of Rehetoric at 
Williams. In 1836, on the death of Dr. E, D. Griv- 
Fin, he was chosen President and has occupied 
that position ever since. ‘Without regular theo- 
‘logical training he was Hcensed to preach the 
gospel in 1833. The degree of{Doctor of Divinity 
was confered upon him by Dartmouth in 1837, 
and by Harvard mm 1841, and that of Doctor of 
Laws by the Regents of New-York University in 
1857. His principal published works are Hvt- 
dences of Ohristiantty, Lectures on Moral Science, 
The Law of Love and Love asa Law. 

Of these the first is probably the. most 
popular, but it is in-his books on moral 
science that the author’s great work 1s found.
